"Either Government may terminate the Agreement by 
written notice to the other, in which case the Agreement 
shall terminate thirty (30) days after the end of the first 
calendar year that begins following the date of such notice." 

All other temis and conditions of the Agreement shall remain the same. 
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In the event that the foregoing is acceptable to the Government of the United 
States of America, I have the honour to propose that this Note, the English and French 
versions of which are equally authentic, and your Note in reply shall, in accordance with 
Paragraph 2 of Article 9 of the Agreement, constitute an Agreement to amend the 
Agreement between the Government ofCanada and the Government of the United States 
of America for the Establishment of a Binational Educational Exchange Foundation, 
done at Washington on IS November 1999, which shall enter into force on the date ofthe 
last note of an exchange of diplomatic notes between our two Governments confirming 
that all necessary internal procedures for its entry into force have been completed.
